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Dear Stockholder, 


Since Ogilvy & Mather became a public 
company in 1966, our profits have almost quadru- 
pled. In 1974, they increased 10 percent; not bad, 
considering the parlous condition of the world 
economy. 

On March 4, 1975, I retired as Chairman, 
to devote all my time to the creative side of our 
business; that is what I do best. 

Jock Elliott, who has been Chairman of our 
U.S. company for the last nine years, was elected 
to succeed me as Chairman of Ogilvy & Mather 
International. 


Since 1948 I have seen Ogilvy & Mather 
erow from a one-man band in New York to a cor- 
poration with four thousand employees in thirty 
countries — from zero billings to $522,800,000. 

I have seen advertising mature from an act 
of blind faith to a measured factor in the mar- 
keting mix. 

I have seen print and radio superseded by 
television as the most effective medium for most 
products in most countries. 

| have seen many advertising agencies, in- 
cluding Ogilvy & Mather, become public compa- 
nies. This has not affected the quality of our ser- 
vice to our clients, but it has caused us to manage 
our affairs more efficiently. 

The advertising agency business has be- 
come international. Today, fifty-six of our clients 
employ Ogilvy & Mather in three countries or 
more. 


I have seen a marked improvement in the 
calibre of men and women coming into the ad- 
vertising business. Selecting and training stars to 
run our fifty-seven offices has become a major pre- 
occupation of your Board of Directors. 

I have seen increasing stability in the ad- 


vertising agency business. Clients change agen- 
cies less frequently than they did. 


I have supreme confidence in the ability of 
Jock Elliott and his team to continue the success- 
ful management of your company for the benefit 
of our clients, our staff and our stockholders. 

Our problems and opportunities change 
from year to year. Today we face the problems 
of working within increasingly stringent govern- 
ment controls. We have to cope with the forces of 
nationalism in various countries. Economic con- 
ditions are turbulent everywhere; our seat belts 
have to be kept fastened. 

On the other hand, an increasing number 
of manufacturers and governments are choosing 
Ogilvy & Mather to do their advertising; we now 
have more than a thousand clients. 

Ogilvy @ Mather, for all its success, is still 
only half the size of its biggest competitor. We 
have room to grow.

Our Financial Results 


In 1974, Ogilvy & Mather increased profits 
and billings for the thirteenth consecutive year. 
Net income per share increased from $2.73 in 
1973 to $3.02 in 1974 — 10.6 percent. 

Capitalized billings of $522,809,667 were 
up 9.8 percent. Net profit increased by 10.0 per- 
cent to $5,465,095. We paid four quarterly Adivi- 


dends, one of eighteen cents per share, and’three 


of twenty-two and ong-half cents per share. 
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A Good Year / 


in Most Countries 


There was exceptional frowth in the 
United States, where our profits/increased by 32.9 
percent. In the United Kingdom, in the face of 
great economic difficulties,/billings and profits 
were about level with 1973; our group of adver- 
tising agencies is the largest in the U.K. 


In Germany, where we have our third largest 
office, we have become the eighth largest agency 
in the country. The/billings of our French com- 
pany increased by 68 percent. 


Our Swedish company is firmly established 
as the largest advertising agency operating in all 
four Scandinavian countries. 

Belgium and Austria reported satisfactory 
results. 

In Venezuela, profits increased substanti- 
ally. However, we are faced with the necessity 
of reducing our gece in Corpa, our partners 
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since 1965, ahd a member of the Board of Ogilvy & Mather Inter” 
national sf 1966. For the past year, he has been Chairmap6f 


the American Association of Advertising Agencies. 


Our Australian company has performed 


/with admirable consistency since it was founded 


in 1967. Billings, profits, and share of market have 
grown each year. New Zealand ended 1974 with 
an increase in billings. 

Our group of companies in Malaysia, Singa- 
pore, Thailand and Hong Kong, and our associ- 
ated company in Indonesia, achieved important 
gains in billings and profits in 1974. 

Our partners in India had an excellent year. 
Billings grew significantly, and a good level of 
profit was achieved. 

In Kenya, we strengthened our es as 
the largest and most a Be ees :

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In Brazil, our agehcy continued to” lose 
money. However, it is attracting substantial new 
business, and its reputation is burgeoning. We are 
determined to see our financial’ performance in 


1975 match the work we do’for our clients. 

New regulations. festricting foreign owner- 
ship have forced us“to reduce ‘qur minority posi- 
tion in our Argentine affiliate to 20 p ercent. 

Our Mexican partners were affected by legis- 


lation directed against advertising, atd by regu- 


lations raising operating costs. Not eine

at the previous high level. 
n Canada, our company failed to increase 


fently to offsegyrising costs. Re- 
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duced advertising expenditures in the second 
half of 1974 resulted in a significant reduction in 
profit. We expect that the effect of the corrective 


measures will be felt this year. 


Our Italian company suffered from the con- 
sequences of that country’s unhappy economic 


conditions, and ended the year with a loss. 


Our Dutch agency was unprofitable. We in- 
stalled a new management at midyear, and expect 


improved performance in 1975. 


Expansion Continues 


In 1974, our fifty-seven offices added 225 


new clients and lost 75. We now serve 36 clients 


in four or more countries. 


In the United States, we acquired a sixty 
percent interest in Hodes-Daniel, a direct market- 
ing company in Elmsford, New York. Within this 
company we have formed two advertising divi- 
sions—one to handle Yellow Pages advertising, 
and one to serve accounts which our main office 


is not geared to handle. 


In South Africa, we plan to acquire a fur- 
ther 14 percent holding in Van Zijl & Schultze, 
Lund & Tredoux, which will bring our participa- 
tion to 40 percent. In 1974, this excellent agency 


again grew substantially. 


In Australia, we opened offices in Brisbane 
and Perth; we now have offices in five Australian 


States. 
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During 1974, we acquired the assets of Inter- 
Asian Publicity in Thailand. This company was 
merged with our Bangkok office to form one of 
the largest agencies in Thailand. 


Changes in Management 


In addition to my election as Chairman of 
Ogilvy & Mather International, several other ap- 
pointments have been made. Andrew Kershaw 
has been appointed Chairman of Ogilvy & Mather 
(U.S.), and Vice Chairman of Ogilvy @ Mather 
International. William E. Phillips has been ap- 
pointed President of our U.S. agency. Henry P. 
Bernhard continues as its Vice Chairman. 


James Benson has been appointed Chair- 
man of Ogilvy Benson & Mather (London), and 
continues as a Vice Chairman of Ogilvy & Mather 
International. A. A. Ross is retiring as Chairman 
of our London company, but remains on the Board 
of our international company. In 1974, Richard 
Venables was appointed Managing Director of 
Ogilvy Benson & Mather (London). 


In Canada, Roy MacLaren was appointed 
Chairman, succeeding John Straiton who is on 
leave of absence for service with the Government 
of Canada. 

Due to retirements and transfers, new heads 
of offices were appointed in Hong Kong, India, 
Indonesia, Malaysia, Thailand, and South Africa. 


Future Expectations 


We believe that future growth can be best 
maintained by improving and strengthening our 
present agencies. In all major countries there is 
room for increasing our share of market. 

Opportunities for acquisitions and new 
ventures in the advertising business will con- 
tinue to be examined. 

We shall continue to recruit and train the 
most talented young men and women we can 
find, and create career opportunities for them 
within our organization. 

Inflation, and the consequent changes in 
the purchasing patterns of consumers, are having 
far-reaching effects on marketing. Our agency in 
the United Kingdom has pioneered research in- 
quiries on this subject, and published its findings. 

In the United States, we have begun con- 
tinuous consumer research to monitor changes in 
the demand for goods and services. 

Total advertising expenditures continue 
to grow. However, the forces of consumerism and 
government regulation add complications to the 
production of advertising. 


We are increasingly influenced by the legis- 
lative consequences of nationalistic policies. Nev- 
ertheless, by serving local needs, and by acting 
as good corporate citizens in host countries, we 
are confident that we can continue to develop our 
international operations profitably. 

We expect 1975 to be another successful 
year in the United States. 

We expect economic pressures to have an 
adverse effect on our companies in the United 
Kingdom and Germany. 

However, improved performance in other 
European countries, and in Canada and Brazil, 
should more than make up for these declines. 

We approached 1974 with “cautious opti- 
mism.” In the event, it turned out well for Ogilvy 
& Mather. 

We look to the future with continued con- 
fidence.

Management’s discussion and analysis 
of the summary of operations 


Fee and commission income reached new highs 
in 1973 and 1974, increasing by 19.4 percent and 
10.0 percent respectively. In 1973, the acquisition 
of STB accounted for almost half of the increase. 
The remaining increases in 1973 and 1974 arose 
from new accounts and increased income from 
existing accounts. In 1973, fee and commission 
income of all subsidiaries increased, except the 
U.K. which was down marginally due to the sale 
of two subsidiaries. In 1974, fee and commission 
income increased in all but three subsidiaries. 

Other income, net, increased 50.5 percent 
in 1973 and 6.3 percent in 1974. The increase in 
1973 arose primarily from increased interest on 
short-term investments and increased cash dis- 
counts. In 1974, the increase was due to dividend 
income from our investment in Reed & Smith, 
an integrated paper, printing and advertising com- 
pany. This investment resulted from the Decem- 
ber 1973 sale of our interest in Partridge & Love 
to Reed & Smith for stock in that company. 

The total of salaries and other employee 
benefits, office and general expenses and deprecia- 
tion and amortization remained relatively con- 
stant as a percentage of total income during 1973 
and 1974. Increased interest expense in 1973 was 


caused mainly by the inclusion of STB overdrafts 
and the increased use of overdrafts in the U.K. 
and Brazil, coupled with increased interest rates 
in the latter part of the year. In 1974, the increase 
in interest costs was attributable to a further in- 
crease in overdraft use by our Brazilian subsidiary. 
Minority interests, in 1973, were adversely affected 
by losses in STB prior to our acquisition of 100 
percent of that company. 

Provisions for taxes on income were 54.3 
percent in 1973 and 58.5 percent in 1974. The 
effective rate increase in 1974 was mainly due to 
the increased tax rate in the U.K. and several 
other countries. 

Equity in net earnings of foreign associated 
companies increased by 140.6 percent in 1973 due 
to the inclusion of our proportionate share of the 
net earnings of such companies in the U.K. and 
Denmark, and improvement in earnings of our 
South African associate. The decrease of 29.4 per- 
cent in equity earnings in 1974 resulted princi- 
pally from the sale in December 1973 of our 
interest in Partridge & Love. 

Net income increased by 12.2 percent in 
1973 and 10.0 percent in 1974 as a result of the 


foregoing changes.

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Investments in foreign associated companies: 

The company accounts for certain less than majority-owned com- 
panies on the equity method. As of December 31, 1974 and 1973 
the carrying value of these investments exceeded the company’s 
share of their underlying net assets by approximately $652,000 
and $620,000 respectively. 


Excess of investments in consolidated companies over net assets 
acquired (Goodwill): 

All goodwill arising after October 31, 1970 is being amortized on 
the straight-line method over its estimated useful life, but not in 
excess of forty years (as of December 31, 1974 and 1973, $4,585,369 
and $4,654,649 respectively after accumulated amortization of 


$334,742 and $199,371). 


Earnings per share: 

Primary earnings per share is based on the weighted average num- 
ber of common shares and common equivalent shares outstanding 
during each year. Common equivalent shares include shares un- 
der option, and, in 1973, 8,250 shares held in escrow. 

Fully diluted earnings per share is based on the weighted 
average number of common shares and common equivalent shares 
outstanding during the year and the dilutive effect of the issuance 
of 37,086 shares on conversion of 8 percent notes. For this calcu- 
lation the after-tax effect of interest expense applicable to the 
convertible debt has been added to net income. 


Note 2— Acquisitions and Divestments: 


On May 1, 1974, Hodes-Daniel Company, Inc., a newly formed 60 
percent owned subsidiary, acquired the Hodes-Daniel Division of 
Cordura Corp. for $820,000 in cash, and additional future pay- 
ments of $200,000. The company’s Thai subsidiary acquired the 
business and assets of Inter-Asian Publicity Co. Ltd. on Septem- 
ber 1, 1974 for $84,139. 

These acquisitions have been accounted for by the purchase 
method of accounting and therefore their results of operations 
have been included in the Consolidated Statement of Income 
from the respective dates of acquisition. 

On January 4, 1973 the company purchased a one-third in- 
terest in A. B. Svenska Telegrambyran (STB), for $228,686. On 
April 11, 1973 the remaining shares of STB, which operated at a 
loss in 1972, were purchased for $185,773, and additional funds of 
$450,000 were subsequently advanced. In December 1973, the 
company also purchased a minority interest in a Spanish adver- 
tising agency. 

The following table summarizes the combined results of op- 
erations on a pro forma basis as though these businesses were con- 
solidated with the company and its subsidiaries as of January 1, 1973.

As of December 31, 1972 the company’s British subsidiary 
sold all of its stock holdings in two United Kingdom advertising 
agencies which had been part of the S. H. Benson Group of com- 
panies purchased in October 1971. The sale was for cash and stock 
of Partridge & Love (Holdings) Ltd., the purchasing company, 
with possible additional payments due in 1973 and 1974. On De- 
cember 10, 1973 all of the stock in Partridge & Love (Holdings) 
Ltd. was sold to Reed & Smith Ltd. for cash of $1,060,913 and 
shares of Reed & Smith valued at $400,823. In addition, $276,845 
was received as consideration for the contingent payments due 
under the terms of the prior sales agreement. The net gain on 


these transactions amounted to $755,976 after tax provisions 
amounting to $257,725. Effective December 31, 1973 the shares of 
Ogilvy Benson & Mather (Nigeria) Ltd. were sold to a group of 
Nigerian investors at net asset value. 

After provision for probable losses on amounts due from or 
investments in four foreign associated agencies, and in consider- 
ation of the company’s substantial foreign investments, the re- 
maining net after-tax gain from the foregoing transactions, 
amounting to $210,903, has been included in the reserve for 
foreign operations. 


Note 3— Short-Term Bank Loans and Long-Term Debt: 


Short-term bank loans are comprised primarily of overdraft facili- 
ties which certain of the company’s foreign subsidiaries have with 
local banks. These borrowings are in some cases collateralized by 
client receivables and, where required, the company has guaran- 
teed the payment of these obligations. During 1974, certain of the 
company’s domestic subsidiaries established bank lines of credit 
aggregating $3,500,000 and at December 31, 1974, $200,000 was 
outstanding thereunder. 

The average interest rate on all short-term bank loans out- 
standing at December 31, 1974 was 14.9 percent, which approxi- 
mates the weighted average month-end interest rate during the 
year. The maximum amount of these loans at the end of any quar- 
ter of 1974 was $6,527,000 and the approximate average month- 
end balance was $5,502,000.

The company has the right to redeem all or part of the 6 percent 
debentures at par plus various premiums. Under the terms of the 
debentures, certain restrictions are placed on the payment of cash 
dividends; at December 31, 1974 approximately $16,169,000 of 
consolidated retained earnings was not restricted. 

On October 1, 1971 the company’s UK subsidiary acquired 
the business and assets of S. H. Benson Ltd. for cash and $1,020,000 
in 8 percent notes which are convertible at the option of the 
holder into 37,086 shares of the company’s common stock. The 
notes are redeemable from time to time after June 30, 1976 at par 
plus various premiums. 

Long-term debt payments due within the next five years are 
as follows:

Notes to consolidated financial statement: 


Note 1 — Significant Accounting Policies: 


Principles of consolidation: 

The consolidated financial statements include the accounts of 
the company and all majority-owned companies and the company’s 
share of the earnings of associated companies accounted for on 
the equity method. 


Translation of foreign currency accounts: 
Foreign currency accounts have been translated into United 
States dollars generally as follows: 


Current assets and liabilities at the year-end rates, 


Non-current assets, non-current liabilities and capital at his- 
torical rates, 


Profit and loss items except depreciation and amortization at 
the average rate for the year and 


Depreciation and amortization at historical rates. 


Unrealized gains and losses arising from translation of foreign ac- 
counts are credited or charged to the reserve for foreign operations, 
whereas realized gains and losses are recognized currently. 


Recognition of fee and commission income: 
Advertising fees and commissions represent the principal source 


of income derived from advertising placed with various fo! 
media and from advertising production costs billed to clients 
general, income is recognized when billed to clients and pay 
costs are expensed as incurred. In accordance with prevailing i 
dustry practice gross billings are capitalized by multiplying fe« 
and commissions by 6.67, except for the Scandinavian subsidiary 
for which actual billings are reported. 


Income taxes: 

Provision has been made in the income statement for deferred in 
come taxes where timing differences exist between the reporting 
of transactions for tax and financial statement purposes. In the 
balance sheet, deferred taxes are classified as non-current. 


Fixed assets and depreciation and amortization: 

Depreciation of furniture, fixtures and equipment is provided by 
charges to income using the straight-line and sum of the years 
digits methods over estimated useful lives ranging generally from 
4 to 10 years. Amortization of leasehold improvements is provided 
over the terms of the related leases. 

Major expenditures for renewals and betterments are capi- 
talized and repairs and maintenance are charged to income cur- 
rently. When fixed assets are sold or retired both the cost and the 
related depreciation are removed from the accounts and any gain 
or loss on the transaction is included in income. 
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Note 4— Income Taxes: 


Income tax expense includes provisions for deferred federal and 
foreign income tax benefits of $149,781 in 1974 and $108,898 in 
19713. 

The provision for deferred tax benefit represents the net fu- 
ture tax effect of timing differences between financial and tax re- 
porting of certain employment expenses and the company’s equity 
in unremitted earnings of certain foreign associated companies. 

Unremitted earnings of foreign subsidiaries which are per- 
manently reinvested for working capital and other requirements, 
exclusive of those amounts which if remitted would result in 
little or no such tax by operation of relevant statutes currently in 
effect and by utilization of available tax credits and deductions, 


aggregated $10,544,000 at December 31, 1974. 


Note 5 — Foreign Operations: 


In 1974 net realized exchange gains of $12,178 (1973 —$45,168) 
were credited to other income. Net unrealized gains of $495,280 
(1973— $63,958) arising from translation of foreign accounts and 
net credits of $56,835 (1973— $210,903) resulting from the sale of 
certain foreign investments were included in the reserve for 
foreign operations. 

If translated at year-end rates, non-current payables would in- 
crease by $539,245 and non-current receivables would decrease by 
$80,789. 


Note 6— Common Stock and Paid-in Surplus: 


The company has three qualified stock option plans ratified by 
the shareholders in 1966, 1968 and 1972. Under the 1972 plan 
options to purchase up to an aggregate of 75,000 shares could be 
granted to officers and key employees of the company and its sub- 
sidiaries at prices equal to 100 percent of the market value on the 
date of grant. The 1972 plan also provides that “nonqualified” op- 
tions may be issued, in which case the option price per share to be 
fixed by the Board of Directors may not be less than 50 percent of 
the market value on the date of grant. The right to grant options 
under the 1972 plan will expire on April 30, 1977. Options issued 
under this plan are exercisable in installments at various times 
and expire no later than the tenth anniversary of the date of grant. 
Under the 1966 and 1968 plans, options were granted at market 
value on the date of grant and are exercisable on a pro rata basis 
over a four-year period commencing one year from date of grant 
and expire five years from the date of grant. The right to grant op- 
tions under these plans has expired. 


During 1974, options for 55,900 shares were granted at 100 
percent of the fair market value on the date of grant. Options for 
525 shares were exercised and options for 50,064 shares were can- 
celled, lapsed or expired. Of the options granted during 1974, 
40,900 were substitute options issued at an option price of $16.25 
to replace options granted during 1972 at a price of $36.00. The 
granting of these options is subject to stockholder approval at the 
1975 Annual Stockholders’ Meeting. 

At December 31, 1974 options for 99,397 shares at prices 
ranging from $10.33¥% to $47.00 were outstanding of which 36,474 
were exercisable and 13,600 shares remained available for grant. 

Paid-in surplus in 1974 has been increased by $5,922 (1973 
— $269,907), the excess of the proceeds received from exercise of 
stock options over the par value of those shares. In 1973 it was 
also increased by $109,328, the excess of the market value of the 
8,250 shares released from escrow, under the provisions of an 
acquisition agreement, over the par value of the shares issued and 
by $5,195, the tax benefit obtained by the company from the pre- 
mature sales of option stock by holders thereof. 


Note 7— Pension and Profit Sharing Plans: 


Certain of the company’s subsidiaries have pension and/or profit 
sharing plans for the benefit of their employees. In 1974 the cost of 
these plans amounted to $3,145,421 ($2,903,490 in 1973). Fund 


assets and book reserves exceeded vested benefits of all plans. 
Note 8— Leases and Other Commitments: 


Rental expense on leases in effect during 1974 and 1973 were 
$5,005,882 and $4,356,093 after reduction of $626,179 and $507,- 
088 for sublease income in the respective years. Minimum rental 
commitments under all noncancellable leases in effect at Decem-
